SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Private Sex 14 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This magazine is a glossy Ml colour publication which measures approximately 23.5 
cm high by 16.5 cm wide. It contains seven photo-stories entitled Sandrine, Gina’s 
bath, Caliente, caliente...so homy. The pussycat. Fresh ‘n ’ hot. The obsession of liana, 
and Looking for icecream. Each photo-story depicts adults engaging in sexual activity 
or a naked woman posing solo which is depicted in an explicit manner. Text 
accompanies each photo-story. There are also advertisements for sexually explicit

videos, magazines, and advertisements for sex related products such as dildos, 
vibrators, lubricants, and telephone sex. 

This restrictive classification is because the magazine is dominated by depictions and 
descriptions of sexual activity which are presented in an explicit yet fiiendly and 
relaxed manner. Some of the depictions and descriptions degrade and dehumanise the 
participants to a moderate extent and degree by the foUowing means: close focus 
depictions of genitals and sexual activity, including double penetration, fellatio, and 
ejaculate on women's feces; and descriptions which present the women participants as 
being sexually available and insatiable. However, such depictions and descriptions are 
outweighed by Mer body depictions of sexual activity and elements which do not 
degrade or dehumanise the participants. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been balanced against the 
relevant criteria of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. A 
restriction on the availability of the magazine is appropriate because of its explicit 
sexual contents. This restriction on the right to freedom of expression is both 
reasonable and justified as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
